B. W. Roberts has taken an active role in plotting the course for 
the University for more than twenty years. He has been a strength 
to the institution to whom it would be difficult to find an equal. 
Yet this valuable participation in Sir George's administration tends 
to hide the fact that for over half the century he has also been 
a distinguished member of the Canadian business world. 


As a young man, Chancellor Roberts began a long career with the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad in Winnepeg, Manitoba. After serving 
in World War One he continued his railroad career in various 
capacities in Winnepeg, Vancouver, and Montreal. As his ability 
revealed itself, his responsibilities increased correspondingly until 
finally he was named Vice-President of the C.P.R. related to 
Purchasing and Stores. During the Second World War he served 
on loan to the Canadian government from the railroad, to help 
overcome the countless transportation difficulties which arose during 
those years of conflict. For his services he was awarded the Order 
of the British Empire in 1946. 


His career at Sir George Williams University began in 1943, when 
he became a member of the Board of Governors. Here too, he was 
quickly identified as an earnest participant in the University's 
business and he later became the Board Chairman. Born and ed- 
ucated in Canada, the Chancellor received a Doctorate of Civil 
Laws from Bishops University in 1954; and it was in 1960 that he 
became the first Chancellor of our institution. 


lt is regretful that his continued activity in the world of business 
limits his association with the student body. To the students who 
frequently see him entering the administrative offices, Chancellor 
Roberts is a quiet, independent, somewhat egnimatic individual 
whom they would like to know better. His collegues however, 
know that beneath the apparent passiveness is an uncompromising 
administrator who is never unprepared to meet the challenges of 
his office. When necessary, a tougher fighter for Sir George cannot 
be found. His intense devotion and concern for the University 
has earned him the highest regard of all who serve with him. 


The Principal 


Robert C. Rae, B.A, BSW, STL. 


Robert C. Rae has been part of the Georgian administrative team 
since October of 1956, and throughout his years with the University 
his personal blending of administrative excellence and a readiness 
to "feel with" staff and students at all times has given the institution 
a quality of leadership which is reflected well by the great strides 
forward that the University is now taking. 


Principal Rae is a native of Toronto and came to Sir George with an 
enviable record of service with the Young Men's Christian Association 
in this country. He was formerly the Secretary of the Adult Program 
‘Department of the National Council of YMCA's of Canada and had 
also served as a YMCA Secretary in local Associations in Toronto 
and other parts of Ontario. During the Second World War he served 
overseas with the Queen's Own Rifles of Canada and retired from the 
Canadian Army with the rank of Captain. His education was received 
at Trinity College and the School Of Social Work at the University of 
Toronto; later post-graduate education came at Columbia University. 


In October of 1956 he was appointed Dean of Sir George Williams 
University and in January of 1961 the responsibilities of Vice- 
Principal were also put in his charge. Upon the retirement of Dr. 
Henry F. Hall in July of 1962, Mr. Rae became the Principal and 
Vice-Chancellor of the University, an appointment befitting his 
dedicated and tireless efforts on behalf of the institution. 


lt is perhaps paradoxical that Principal Rae shows a great concern 
over the apparent gap between the student body and members of 
the administration, while it is he who constantly makes the most 
noticeable attempts to diminish it, He is a champion of the concept 
of the University as a community and sees himself as a member of 
a large and balanced family-team. His friendliness and personal 
warmth follow him through the Georgian halls, and it is not an 
exaggeration to say that as many students have come to know him 
during class breaks in the coffee shop as have in the confines of 
his own office. He is an approachable man, and as much as any 
other, it is this quality which has won him the respect and ad- 
miration of his co-workers and the student body.

With Major Faculty Appointments

In summer of 1963, Vice-Principal Douglass Burns Clarke 
announced major changes in the University's academic 
administration. All faculties had previously been ad- 
ministered by the Vice-Principal but Sir George's con- 
tinuing expansion had made it difficult for one person 
to maintain effective contact between the administration 
and the student body. The changes were designed to break 
down the academic administration into smaller units which 
would be more accessible to both faculty and students. 
To meet the new challenges, Deans of the Faculties 
of Arts, Science, and Engineering were appointed. 


Dr. Samuel Madras, a Georgian graduate, became Dean 
of the Sci ence Faculty. Affer receiving a McGill Doctorate 
in Chemistry, Dr. Madras went on to research with the 
National Research Council and then to the Presidency 
of the Quebec Association of Chemistry Teachers. He 
has been Chairman of the Chemistry Department at Sir 
George for more than a decade. 


Dr. John W. O'Brien assumed the newly-created position 
of Dean of Arts. He has studied at McGill and the in- 
stitute of Political Studies in Paris. On the Sir George 
Economic staff since 1954, he became Associate Professor 
of Economies and Assistant Dean of the University in 1961. 


Professor Jack Borden, educated at Sir George, McGill, 
and M.1.T., became Dean of Engineering. He was ap- 
pointed Associate Professor of Engineering and Chairman 
of that Department in 1957, having been with the Sir 
George staff since 1952.

Colonel Holland told his audience that it had been a privilege to 
work with the students and that he would be willing to help the 
council at any time. Regarding the future of athletics at Sir 
George, he remarked, "In order for this to be a full-fledged 
university, it is necessary to have the facilities and plant com- 
mensurate with the university's program. Adequate recognition 
must be given to the achievements of the past, especially when 
one considers the lack of facilities, | look forward to seeing a 
well-rounded athletics program. " 


Princi pal Rae, in his closing remarks, spoke of the university's 
debt to Colonel Holland for "his devotion and constant readiness." 
He also congratulated the coaches and staff for the excellent work 
being done in university sports.

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Learning 


t may be that the Georgian Year will pivot the transformation of Sir 

George Williams University from a small, liberal arts institution, to an 
all-encompassing complex catering to the many educational demands of 
a fast, dynamic society. For indeed, in 1964 it appears that the University 
is just beginning to reach for its potential, and that the years ahead 
will see a degree of expansion and advancement undreamed of by 
Georgians of a decade ago. True, the University is young (its Provincial 
charter was received in 1948), but for the past twenty years its regis- 
tration has doubled about every five years, until this year the Registrar 
announced a total enrollment of over 10,000 students, seventy per cent 
of that number being in the evening division. Those thousands select 
from five-hundred odd credit courses for Bachelor's degrees in Arts, 
Science, and Commerce, or for Associate Diplomas in Engineering. At 
Convocation exercises in the Spring more than 600 will be wearing cap 
and gown. In excess of 300 full- and part-time faculty members will 
have helped them toward that graduation day. When Georgians consider 
the age of their school and the extent of its working facilities, these

Highliglights 
Norris Lecture

To carry on the annual lecture series in honour 
of our late Principal K. E. Norris, Dr. Otto 
K lineberg was invited to address the University 
community on three evenings early in February, 
marking the first time that the event has ex- 
tended beyond one lecture. 


The distinguished social scientist dealt with 
the human factor in international relations 
and the first night audience heard him demolish 
several popular myths concerning warfare 
and human psychology. He suggested that 
there is no complete answer to the question, 
“What is war? ," but that the belief that war 
is inevitable because of human nature is 
erroneous. Warfare, he said, is merely one 
way of expressing aggression. It is nota 
direct response to an aggressive instinct 
in man because not all peoples go to war. 


However, Dr. Klineberg stated that the race 
myth is one of the human beliefs that make 
for conflict . And while no psychological dif- 
ferences arising from genetic factors exist, 
this has not prevented racial characteristics 
from being exploited for political ends. The 


speaker also suggested psychological factors 


such as projection which may push man into 
aggressive behaviour. Aggressiveness on the 
part of one group is conceived to be the 
feeling of another group first; this belief 
is then used to justify aggressive action. In 
this sense, Dr. Klineberg asserted, there 
has never been a war of aggression. 


These and many other human factors are 
being uncovered by social scientists, and 
the speaker concluded by saying that the 
understanding and acceptance of such dis- 
coveries contributes much to the better- 
ment of international relations.

The University Greets Sir Roy Harrod 
february 10 


Sir George was pleased to receive the world-renowned economist, Sir 
Roy Forbes Harrod, as guest lecturer for the annual public lecture spon- 
sored by the Economics Department of the University. 


Sir Roy, introduced to the audience by Dean O'Brien, spoke of the 
reasons for the existence of the International Monetary Fund and ex- 
plained how the fund could be used to assist both developed and under- 
developed countries, with difficulties, payments, or the international 
liquidity problem which, in his view, is a serious one. He stated that 
his own scheme for the latter problem, “calls for creating machinery 
by which li quidity may be increased." And commenting on the Common- 
wealth and the European Common Market, Sir Roy said that he felt the 
former “is a realist approach to international trading," but that the 
ECM is "too inward looking ... too protectionist ... | think if was a 
mistake for us (the United Kingdom) to try and join." 


Sir Roy's presence reflected well the Economics Department's efforts 
to bring the main streams of their discipline into direct contact with 
students and University members, and the successful program this year 
promises continuing ventures of this kind in the future.
